Yesterday.

Welcome from the Emperor.

————
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Dresses of the Distingue.
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Paris, Monday, April L.—The great Parls
Universal Expogition was formally opened this
morning. The day was observed as a holiday
by the entire population of the elty. The morn-
ing dawned cloudily, but the eky cleared at an
early hour, and by 10 o'clock in the forenoon
thie weather was most beautiful, llke that en-
joyed on u fine day of May iu New York., The
gtate of the wealher may be tnken Indoed us
typical of the Exhibition bullding, which la
now in great confuslom, bnt when fully com-
pleted will be one of the wonders of the world.

Viewed at o dislance the bullding resembles
8 mammoth gnsomeler dressed with flogs, bul
when entered it Is found to bein every way
convenient.

At 11 o'clock A, M. the doors were opened,
and by the time of the Emperor's arrival there
were five thousand persons inside, Outside,
along the banks of the river Sefue, and on all
the hills and roads for miles around Puarls, at
least one hundred thousand people had assem-
bled. There were eight thousand policemen on
duty, aud the order was excellent. BEvery car-
risge in Paris secms o be employed in journeys
to and from the bullding.

The grounds of and around the Exposition
bullding are in & lnmentable state of confusion,
Wagone snd workmen were busy carting away
the rubbish when the Emperor arrived. Heaps
of dirt and straw and packing cases lgy around
or were temporarily thrown into the unfinlshed
harbors and fancy cottuges, Inside the build.
ing was the same scene—everywhere debris; not
one-tenth of goods opened or arranged, but the
French department, of course, in the best order;
nextio that the Russian, and third the English;
all the other departments not ready,

The American departnient 18 one of the most
incomplete, and the Commissioners, exhibitors,
and Americans generally in the city ate much
dissntisfied with Commissioner Beckwith, who
appears totally ineflicient. The only depart-
ment in operation is the restaurants, but even
here the Amerlcans are behindband. The only
goods which have been damaged on the voyage
are American.

At 1 o'clock the invited guests asssembled in
the art gallery, where America made a fine
show, many fine plctures being exhiblted and
well hung, but the Enghsh display was much
greater. Wheon the guests gathered, however,
the superiorily of the American ladies was con-
ceded. They were the belles of the day.

A brilliant compeny blazing with diamonds
and ordera flled the central hall to welcome
the Emperor and Empress, who came precisely
at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. The crowd out-
side the building was good natured but not de-
monstrative towards them. No eheers greeted
the imperial party. They drove up a long
avenue covered with a velvet canopy of green
and gold, decorated with flags and lined with
soldiers, They alighted at & splendid pawvilion
gpecially built for the KEmperor,

The Emperor immedistely reappearad; and
gave his arm to the Empress, and proceeded on
footto the main door, Durlng the imperial
progress full bands played the national mira,
The cheeriog now grew louder, the Americans
and English present leading wilth bearty
“hurrahs,” and Tarks, Japsnese, Italians, Prus.
ginng, Germans, and Freoch joining In the dif-
ferent styles peculiar to their several countries,

The Emporor und Empress bowed repeatedly
to the crowd as they ascended the platiorm
which runs around the machine gallery. The
Emperor wore 8 plain evening dress, with
scarf of the Legilon of Honor, nnd carried a
heavy eang. He looked smiling, but pale and
fatigued. The Empress was robed in black silk,
aud looked in fine health., The Prince Impe-
rnal and Prince Napoleon were not present,
The Princess Clothikde wore a brown velvet
dress, powdered with gold.

A distingulshed party of Bemators snd Minis-
*ers formed un escort for the lmperial party,

Prinoe Levohtenburg represented Russia.

The members of the Diplomatic Corps so.
otedited to the French Court, clothed in uni-

form, bad speclal seata reserved for them at
the opening soene, but they were completely
hidden from view.

Proceded by the Chamberlain, the party
pmssed round the entire gallery, nearly a mile
long. The different national commisslons stood
on a platform over the sectlons allotted to thelir
countries, Turks, Jepanese, Russians, Moors,
Tunislans, and Persinns wore thelr full national
contumes.,

The Emperor spoke a few words to each com-
mission, but st the American department he
slopped with the Empress and bowed to the
crowd, who were oheering heartily. Hall an
bour was oonsumed in this towr, Then the
cortege descended snd passed through the art
and & fow other galleries, and at 8 o'clock re:

turped to the palsce.

The Exposition will pot be ready till Mav.
One-half of all the space is allotted to France,
und that is not complete, The English are very
strong in machinery, beating the Amerieans in
that department. England belng near Paris
ne®ints ln 4 grest measure for this,

There fs nothing like so many strangers here
as were expected. The number of Americans Is
not much greater than ususl every senson.
Prices have goue up fearfully. The hotels
raise their prices ifty per cect, aftor this week,
It is uscless to cowe to see the Kxpositlon
before May.

Districts, and aguinst Andrew Johnson, a eltl-
zen of Tennessee and Prestdent of the United
Stales, restrnining them from enforéing said
uoton the gronnd that It Is unooustitutional,
and therefore vold and of noeflect, It Is not

improbable that on  Friday next, which
18 kupnown a8 motlon day In the Bo-
remae  Uourt, the application for this
pjupction  will be made, though the

counsel who have been applied to huve not
yet given thelr opinion ns to the feaslbility
of the step, Reverdy Johnson mulninins that
tiie motion for an injunction will be denled at
ones, on the ground that the Supreme Court
has not original jurisdietion in such & pase. In
his opinlou the case wiil have to come np from
a lower tribunal on appeal befors the highest
court in the land ocan take cognizance of it.
Other legal authority consulted to-day assumes

the ground that the Iojunctlon 18 asked
for y citizens of the Unlted States,
aud npnot by the State governments,
and that, therefore, original jorisdio-

tion In the ense does not lle nnder section se-
cond, article third of the Constitution. Shonld
there be & copeurrence of opinlon among
constitutlonal lawyers agalust this question
of Jurisprudence, the gentlemen praying
for the injunction may not present it o
the Supreme Court, bot will await & case
now being made up in Alexandrin, Virginin,
which will come up thron({h the Distriot
Court of this State on a regular appeal to the
fupreme Court of the United States, Allof the
executives aof the ten Bouthern Btates but three
have heon consualled, and give thelr consent Lo
nuy progeeding that will test the. constitu-
tlopality of the Reconstruction act, Governor
Patton, of Alabama, however, declines to take
any action in the premnlses, and Is repregented
as belng lu favor of Lhe law,
The Russian American Treaty.

GRAND WALL STREET OPERATION.

Recent Arrest of Noted Brokers—Leonard
Huyck and Joseph B, Stewart In Limbo
—They Are Charged With Conspiring
to Defraud the United States Goy-
ernment—The Erle Stoek FPools
—The Sequel to the Collapse
of the Merchants' Bank of
Washington, Ete. Efe,

From the N, Y. Papers,

The anonouncement that Daniel Drew, the
noted Wall street stock operator, had been ar-
rested on the previous duy, at the suit of Joseph
B, Stewart, and held to ball in the sum of &
quarter of a milllon doll created consider-
able comment among the “bulle and buars” of
the varions menngeries in the neighborhood of
Prinity Chorch apd the Costom Hoose, James
Fiuk, Jr., and Willinm Belden, orokers, were
alno arrested ot the same time, and held in the
sum of 860,000 ench, The complaing contains
algo the names of Emmett D, Burr, Leonard
Huyck, Andrew McKmley, George W. Wiley,
H. Henry Baster, Henry Coben, William C.
Dormn, and sSamuel W, Boocock as co<delen-
dants, and rets forth that on the 8th day of
Junuary, 1667, Joseph K. Siewart obtained &
judgment agminst Leonwrd Huyck for the sum
ol $177,607°69, aa the wmwount of certain deal-

ings and trausactions between them. Upon
this judgment an exocution was issued nst
the personal and real property belo to

Husck, but was returned by the Sherifl unsatis-
tied, as no froperty betongnnr to Huyck conld
be found in the county of New York. The
transactione ont of which the liability arose
existed prior to November, 1865, and of the
amount due it is claimed by Stewart that
upwards of $50,000 was obtained by Huyck by
the appropriation of ecertain securities in-
trusted to the latter gentlomen's safe-
keeping, and which he used for
the purpose of the joint operations of Huyek
and otkers in the purchase und sule of Erie
Railrond stock. In the month of November,
18686, an arrangement was effected between
Burr, Drew, MeoKinlev, Wiley, Cohen, Huyck,
Baxier, Dornin, and Bocock, for the formation
of a **pool” in Erie, and by the terms of this
agrecment, they “agreed to speculate jointly
in ten thousand shares, or any part thereof, of
the common stock of the Erie Rallway Com-
pany,” cither to buy or sell, or both, as the
onse might be, the loss or profit to be divided
pro rala uppou the nmount of stock bought and
sold, The business to be done by Hisk &
Belden, as brokers, subject lo the order of
E. D, Burr, was to turpish, for Drew and
purr, two thousand five hundred shares;
Huyck, per Fisk and Belden, two thousand five
hundred shares: Cohen and  Baxter, omne
thousand shares each; and Wiley, Dornin,
Heﬂlmﬁ, and Bocock, five hundred shares
ench, making in the aggregale nme thousand
shares, The stock wuas furnished, and it is
alleged that Huyck, by the appropristion of
the $50,000, was enabled to furnish at L 2500
of the Erie. The operations of the pool
continved for about three months, and were
controlled exclusively by Deew, though in the
name of Burr: on the 20th of January, 1866, the
stock in the pool amounted to 5300 shares, nud
a farther covensnt was then made in writing,
by which the parties to the previous agreement
consented, in consideration of §1, to place the
8300 shares of Eriein & common operation with
Drew, to which he was to coutribate npwards
of 18,900 shares of the same stock. Drew was
to buy and sell, or botk, as the state of the
market would warrant, for sixty duys, the other
parties to share, pro ralfa, in the profits or losses
of the transactions in proportion as the 9300
shares might bear to the 18,000, other parties
ownlng 8000 shares or less to be admitted Iute
the venture and participate equally with the
others fu the results, Fither or any of the
arties, except Drew, were o be at Ifher:.yto
uy and sell Erle op bis own secount outside of
the common operniion, and Burr was also re-
lieved from «ll responsibility in the mansge-
ment of the *‘pool” exiting under the first
ngreement. No *‘other parties” were ever ad-
mitted into the scheme, and It was confined to
the parties named. I[tis allegad that the work-
ing of the first Mteemant,mgrior to the organiza-
tion of project No. %, had resulted in heay
profits to the persons in the ‘‘ring,” an
that '‘it Drew and Burr had conducted the
operations and transactions honestly and fairly,
and not deceittully and fraudolently,” these
galons would have been largely in excess of what
they were; that Fisk and Belden were then
aware of the fraudulent and deceitful acts of
Drew and Burr in referonce to that agreement;
and that Drew, with the knowledee and con-
gent of Fisk, Burr, and Belden, for the purpose
ol inducing the parties to the first agreement to
enter the second operation, made a private
written contract with Baxter, ag to refund
to bhim all his stock and interest in the enter-
prise, and guarantee him against any loss which
might thereafter arise. The complaint also
thows that there was no adjustment of the
transaetions under the first agreement, but that
all the sales, purchases, and operations of that
concern were merged Into scheme No. 2, and
carried on as an integral portion of that cove-
nant, the Jnruaa gutlolmtmz in the pe-
sults according to thelr proportions of stock
invested. Huyck becume a party to all these
trnneactions under the agreements; and it is
stated that Fisk and Beldeo, for the purpose of
committing to Drew the control of l:rn ck's in-
terests, conoenled from him all know{edn ol
the secret contracts entered into by Drew and
the others. Burr and Drew made large sales
und purchases of the stock of the Erle Rail-
way Gompang ou acoount of the parties inter-
ested under the first agreement, as their brok
the reanlt of which Is pot exactly known, bu
Btewart charres that these operations were all
profitable wnd suocesstul, and that Huyek, on
the 20th of Jaruary, 1866, was justly entitled to
the moneys which had been advanced by him,
as well a6 the twenty five hundred shares con-
tributed by him and the profits accruilng there-
from. As appears by the complalnt, onor about
the 20th of January, 1866, Drew took uunder his
control all the shares of Hrie stock, and aceord.
ing to the provisions of the second agTeement,
mapipulated them in the markel for eixt
days, meeting with no losses whatever, &
